Description: The purpose of this research is to validate techniques 

found to be useful in detecting tolerance to monotony and sensory depriva- 
tion. These measures will be validated in three working conditions: l) 

a desk job with monotonous work and very little social interaction, 2) 
work involving moderate routine and interaction, and 3) work which 
requires adjustment to a considerable variety of activities and nearly 
constant social interaction. Foreign-born translators, translator- 
interpretors, and interpreter -guides will be used for 1, 2, and 3 
respectively since they are representative of certain groups and condi- 
tions found in the Agency. Data will be collected on tolerance measures 
and criteria measures such as modes of coping, performance, and job 
satisfaction.
